that good Gad, which to the heape of all other his 
mercies towardes them, addeth this bleſſing and 
protection of Magiſtracie and gouernment, wheteby 
men liue — * with all honeſty in this life? 
But if euer any nation, yea if all the hations in che 
worlde beſides, haue cauſe with thankefulnefle to 
acknowledge this kinde of benefite , ſurely, wee the 
people of England hauc moſt iuſt and abundant occa- 
ſion of sche, to performe this duetie vnto God. 
Firſt, for placing over vs our molt gratious dread 
Soueraigne Ladie 2ucene Elizabeth, by whoſe hap- 
pie gouernement wee haue ſo long breathed from 
the burden of intolerable miſeries of ſcarcity , blood- 
ſhed, and —— vnder which afore wee laye 
grouelong, and pitifully groned .

loathſome Locuſti that crawle out of the bottomle 

itte. Howebeit they haue beene and are miglitily 
econded by certaine, ho doe nothing els but ſerue 
themſclues of that idolatrous Romiſh religion , as of a 
Maske and ſtalkinghorſe, therewith to coucr the vn- 
fatiable ambition wherewith they are poſſeſſed of y- 
ſurping the kingdoms of other Princes. 

| Which their moſt erous and deſperate plots 
and enterpriſes, God of his great mercie hath hither. 
to moſt happily diſcoucred to his infinite glorie, 
and our vnfpeakeable comfort. So that it may apt- 
ly bee verified, that her Maieſties life hath all thi 
while bene ſuſteined in means altiſſimi, and that vnder 
the ſhadowe of his wings ſhee hath not miſcatied.
